A taste of Africa 

Nikki Spencer meets the Groundnut, three south London friends cooking up a 
tasty combination of African and European food for pop-up dinners and events 


O ver the years Goldsmiths 
has given rise to all sorts 
of creative collaborations. 
Damon Albarn, Alex James 
and Graham Coxon 

famously formed Britpop band Blur while 
studying at the university and the Young 
British Artists, including Damien Hirst, 
Sam Taylor Wood, Gary Hume and Gillian 
Wearing, started exhibiting together after 
graduating in Fine Art. And now there's 
an innovative food project, the 
Groundnut, to add to the alumni list. 

Jacob Fodio Todd, 28, who studied 
politics and economics at the university in 
New Cross met Folayemi Brown, 24, who 
has just graduated in English, at a student 
house party. The third member of the 
Groundnut team is artist Duval Timothy, 
24, a friend of Folayemi's from Colfe's in 


Lee, who studied at Central St Martins. 

The trio bonded over a mutual love of 
food, especially the West and East African 
dishes of their mixed heritage childhoods. 
A defining moment was a picnic in 
Greenwich Park explains Jacob, when we 
meet to chat at a cafe around the corner 
from their studio base in Southwark. 

'Duval's brother Miles, who was also 
at Goldsmiths, cooked a groundnut stew 
to take with us. It was his grandmother's 
recipe and it brought back memories of 
Mozambique where I grew up. 

'Food from Africa hasn't had much 
exposure and we decided we wanted to 
introduce more people to it and update 
it, but also combine it with our British 
heritage,' he says adding that at the 
Groundnut events 'we have Yorkshire 
pudding but it's in the dessert section.' 


All three are keen cooks. Before going 
to university Jacob spent two years 
working at the acclaimed Rose Bakery in 
Paris and then at their cafe in Dover Street 
Market in London, where Duval also 
worked. Folayemi volunteers at a youth 
centre in Camberwell teaching young 
people how to prepare food. He was a 
semi-professional footballer until an injury 
last year and the friends enjoy a kick 
about at every opportunity. 

At first the plan was to open a 
restaurant, 'but then it turned into 
something more realistic, says Duval. 

After investing £250 each and selling 
tickets in advance - 'a good business 
model' they reckon - last year they 
launched the first of a series of bi-monthly 
pop-up dinners at St John's Hall near 
Tower Bridge, where Duval's mum and

dad have an architecture practice. 

Their menus include that famed 
groundnut stew, salted and deep 
friend sea bream and grilled lamb 
in sumac, along with a delicious 
sounding array of vegetable dishes. 

They buy most of their 
ingredients from local markets: 

'Brixton market is on my doorstep 
so shopping is easy/ says Jacob, 
adding that they get their fish at 
Jeffries, next door to pizzeria Franco 
Manca, and fruit and veg at East 
Street, Lewisham and Deptford 
Markets as well. 

Tor more niche stuff we go to 
Ethiopian shops in Brixton and King's 
Cross but we also use spices and 
ingredients that maybe you would not 
usually find in African food so it's never 
really a problem,' he adds. 

But the Groundnut events aren't just 
about the food. They also put a lot of time 
and effort into where people sit and how 
everything is served too, even building 
their own tables and taking a trip to Bath 
where Duval's mum has a kiln to make 
special plates for their Ethiopian flatbread. 

To begin with they were mainly 
catering for family and friends but this 
summer things have really taken off. 

Word has spread and in July they cooked 
for over 200 people over seven sell-out 
nights at Lewisham Arthouse, the Grade 
II listed Edwardian Baroque former 
Deptford Central Library turned gallery 
and studios. It was so successful another 
series is planned there for late November. 

In August they were invited to cater for 
150 guests at the Tate Modern at a special 
evening event linked to the work of artists 
Ibrahim El-Salahi, Ellen Gallagher and 
Meschac Gaba. 

These opportunities find you if you're 
nice to people over the years,' says Folayemi. 


Following the Lewisham Arthouse 
nights they were contacted by The Albany 
in Deptford and will be running a number 
of events as part of a West African food 
festival this month, including a culinary 
tour of Deptford followed by a meal 
on 26 October and a series of food 
workshops for young people. 

We get our fish at Jeffries, 
next door to Franco 
Manca, and for more 
niche stuff we go to 
BrixtoiTs Ethiopian shops 

They are also talking to an agent about 
a book documenting the history of the 
Groundnut project, along with recipes, 
and are still hoping to open their own 
restaurant one day. And I reckon that with 
their culinary expertise and natural 
bonhomie, not to mention good looks, it's 
only a matter of time before TV producers 
come knocking at their door too.

Variety is the spice of life 

As revivalists attempt to tap into the area’s music hall heritage, Sally Coffey 
discovers some of the venues and people that brought the genre to life

T ake a stroll through Nunhead 

Cemetery, one of the Magnificent 
Seven cemeteries built in mid-19th 
century London, and you'll soon begin to 
build up a picture of the stake the area 
held in the merry world of Music Hall. 
Among the cemetery's famous residents 
are songwriter Augustus Durandeau, who 
penned If You Want to Know the Time , Ask 
a Policeman ; singer Jenny Hill, a vocalist 
whose repertoire included The Boy I Love 
Is In The Gallery and who went on to buy 
the Star Music Hall in Bermondsey; 
and comic singer Ambrose Maynard. 

Music Hall - and later Variety - was a 
popular, if tawdry, form of entertainment 
from the 1830s until the 1960s, which 
fused cabaret, music and comedy. Its 
origins can be traced to the back rooms 
of pubs, where regular singsongs or 
theatrics took place. As the genre grew in 
popularity, landlords had special halls 
built and the Father Redcap Pub on the 
north side of Camberwell Green was 
home to one of the first ones in 1853. The 
pub has been renamed several times since 
(it's currently Planet Nollywood) but the 
stone carving of the original name can still 
be seen on top of the building. Similarly, 
The Castle on Camberwell Road is named 
after an earlier pub that housed the Bijou 
Palace of Varieties, later Godfrey's Castle 
Music Hall, from 1875 to 1889. 

By the late 19th century Music Hall was 
booming. The Metropole Theatre on the 
east side of Denmark Hill, at the junction 
of Coldharbour Lane, was built in 1894 to 
host touring plays and opera. A few years 
later, in 1899, a new venue was added to 
the roster in the form of The Camberwell 
Palace of Varieties, located on the corner 
of Orpheus Street in Denmark Hill. 

These lavish venues were the site of 
much revelry with Music Hall stars such 
as Marie Lloyd and Harry Tate gracing 
the stages. However, with the growth of 
cinema in the 20th century, they gradually 
began to fall out of favour. 

Today this heritage is all but forgotten, 
but Camberwell residents Micky Tume and 
Michael Armstrong launched their version 
of Music Hall, The Palace of Varieties, in 
February 2013. Catch them at The Cinema 
Museum in Kennington on 28 September.

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Victoria Purcell discovers how interior designer Rebecca Pearce turned this 
contemporary, architect-designed Camberwell house into a cosy home 


C amberwell Grove and 
Grove Park, SE5's most 
desirable, leafy green 
streets, are known for their 
enviable stock of imposing 
Georgian townhouses. But a new wave of 
contemporary housing stock is creeping 
in, blending in seemlessly with its 
surrounds thanks to careful planning. 

Oakridge, a new five-bedroom home 
on Grove Park, designed by local 
architect Michael Crowley and nominated 
for various awards, is as contemporary 
as they come, yet has managed to slip 
subtlety into the fold. This is due to the 
majority of the 5,000 sq ft of floor space 
belonging to the ground and lower 
ground floors, plus a natural screen 
provided by those trees. (In fact, the 
house is built around a large, protected 
oak tree, which lends an interesting 
curve to the property). 


Inside, Alexander James Interior 
Design transformed the high specification 
interior - this place has a gym and a 
cinema room - into a calm, spacious 
haven, bringing in elements of the 

Think about how the 
room’s going to look in 
terms of symmetry and 
clean lines.

outside through the huge, floor-to-ceiling 
windows and adding splashes of colour 
to being the minimalist layout to life. 

Rebecca Pearce, senior designer at 
Alexander James, who took on the mantle 
of creating a home from this architectural 


masterpiece, explains her approach to the 
interior design: 'It's a very contemporary 
house so the actual scheme was very 
modern and minimalistic and you don't 
want to overcomplicate it, we wanted to 
keep it all very simple because the house 
is so stunning in itself. It just needed that 
bit of dressing. 

'We always think about how the 
room's going to look in terms of symmetry 
and clean lines. It's really important to 
show off the room as best you can. The 
living room is long and narrow, so that 
was a bit challenging. It's too big to just 
have that one open seating area, so we 
created a cosy seating area with the 
L-shape sofa, then, behind that, we have 
the big book case with those bright yellow 
armchairs either side of it and the chaise 
longue, which creates another area where 
you might want to sit with a book, looking 
out at the garden.

The kitchen has a lot of exposed 
shelving but you don't want to fill it all and 
make it look cluttered. So we dressed the 
shelving units with glass vases filled with 
pasta and a few books, then we dressed 
the breakfast bar with chopsticks and 
spices, taking a bit of an Oriental theme. 

The dining area is a separate space. 

We would usually dress the dining table 
but in this case we wanted to keep it quite 
minimalistic, especially having dressed the 
breakfast bar, so we just went with the 
glass top and the two big plant pots with 
grasses, bringing in the green again.' 

Normally the words 'contemporary' and 
'minimalist' conjure up images of white¬ 
washed, painfully pared-down furnishings 
walls and that distinctly uncosy clinical 
vibe. Yet this home brings its garden 
surrounds indoors, working with shades of 
green and adding other splashes of vibrant 
colour to being the building to life. 


'There's a lot of natural 
exposed wood and white 
walls,' says Rebecca, 'And 
with those huge windows 
you're seeing all that green 
out there, so we wanted to 
bring green into the house, 
a reflection of outside. 

'We also introduced colour with the 
artwork, which was key, and just the odd 
cushion here and there, and the 
bedspreads, but we didn't really use that 
many wallpapers or curtains, so that bit of 
colour in the upholstery was important, 
otherwise it would have looked very cold. 

'I didn't want it to look too repetitive 
with green in every room, so I just used 
that in the living area and introduced a bit 
of the green alongside other colours in the 
master bedroom. With the artwork, a lot 
of it you can just throw in every colour, 
just to liven it up and break up the green.' 


And every home has to have that 
little place of retreat, where you can 
disappear with the Sunday paper and 
a coffee and hope nobody notices you've 
disappeared. Well, if this was my home 
(one can dream), it'd be that bubble chair 
in the hallway. Surrounded by those 
floor-to-ceiling windows, you can enjoy 
the tranquil gardens even if it is pouring 
with rain. 

'The chair in the entrance hall is 
definitely a key piece,' says Rebecca, 'It's 
really exciting to be able to use that kind 
of chair. The entrance is quite long and 
thin, so it's nice to come in and straight 
away see something like that.'

Tom Parker Bowles 

Forget about the generic Anglicised curry houses and 
seek out the real Indian deal to add a zing to your palate 


T ndia. The mighty sub-continent, 
home to one of the most thrilling, 
diverse and downright 
magnificent cuisines in the world. 
Chinese-influenced noodles and 
dumplings in the Himalayan north; the 
exquisite and regal Mughal food of 
Delhi, Agra and Lucknow; Rajasthan's 
hearty warrior dishes, great feasts of 
game and wonderfully spiced meat; and 
fish curries from Kerala, Tamil Nadu and 
Mumbai, delicate and fiery too. There's 
beautiful street food on every corner, 
and one of the mightiest vegetarian 
cuisines on earth. All might be loosely 
linked by the use of spice, both fresh and 
dried, but like all great culinary cultures, 
Indian food is a wonderful collection of 
diverse regional cuisines. 

So why is it that the vast majority of 
London curry houses serve up the same 
old slop? Tired, listless dishes formed 
from cheap meat, dusty spices and an 
excess of oil. It matters little that the 
chicken tikka masala is an entirely 
British creation. Or the balti is more 
Brummy than Baltistani. I love 
Anglicised Indian food as much as the 
next man, as long as the spices are 
ground fresh, the herbs singing with 
freshness and the meat of a half decent 
quality. Because the British curry is 
hardly Indian food, rather an 
approximation of what Indians thought 
(quite rightly) that we wanted to eat. 
These curries were colonial food, 
created not just by Indians from India, 
but Indians living across the Empire in 
Ghana, Zanzibar and Uganda. And the 
vast majority of curry houses in the UK 
were opened and operated by 
Bangladeshis (who were, of course, 
Indians from East Bengal before 
Partition gave them another name). 
Rather than cooking classic Bengali 
dishes, they pandered to our tastes, 
toning down spice, adding sweetness, 
dumbing the whole thing down. 

As I said, there are some fine London 
curry houses. Like Noor Jahan 
(noorjahanrestaurants.co.uk) in South 
Kensington. And Palki in Notting Hill. 

I'm sure you all have your own favourite 
local takeaway. But when it comes to the 


high end, no one does it better than that 
master of spice, Atul Kochhar. Benares 
(benaresrestaurant.com) might be in 
Berkeley Square, with prices and decor 
to match, but the man has a gilded 
palate. Vivek Singh is another maestro, 
and The Cinnamon Club (cinnamonclub. 
com) was a pioneer of high end Indian 
food. Like Kochhar, he takes traditional 
recipes and brings them very much into 
the 21st century. 

But if it's regional food you're after, 
then London has it in spades. We're 
particularly well serviced with Pakistani 
Punjabi places: cheap, cheerful and filled 
with the ever-alluring scent of charred 
meat. There's Lahore Kebab House 
(lahorekebabhouse.com): if you like 
chilli, then you'll be in heaven. 

For a taste of the vegetarian south, 
then the Rasa chain (rasarestaurants. 
com) can't be missed. My favourite is the 
Stoke Newington branch, although you'll 
find them in Charlotte Street, Euston 
Road, King's Cross and Rathbone Street 
too. Exceptional idlis and dosas, and 
fantastic breads too. Some branches also 
serve Keralan seafood dishes. Although 
Trishna London (trishnalondon.com), 
in Blandford Street, W1, is my favourite 
place for serious southern Indian 
seafood. Sagar in Hammersmith is 
a Southern Indian vegetarian classic. 

And don't miss Dishoom (dishoom.com), 
based on the Persian owned cafes 
of Bombay. Very good indeed. 

If you're looking for a taste of the 
North, then The Red Fort (redfort.co.uk) 
in Dean Street cook up some hefty meat 
curries that sing with spice and flavour. 
But my two favourites, both of which 
take in pretty much every region of 
India, are Cyrus Todiwala's ever-brilliant 
Cafe Spice Namaste (cafespice.co.uk) - 
I've never had so much as an average 
mouthful there - and Indian Zing 
(indianzing.co.uk) in Hammersmith, 
which never ceases to impress. So dump 
that dreary, dodgy curry and give your 
taste buds a truly Indian treat. •

SEVEN AT BRIXTON 

It's been two years since Seven at 
Brixton appeared on the Brixton 
Market scene. Despite its extreme 
no-frills interiors and rickety stairwell, 
we absolutely love it. 

What keeps us coming back? Sure, 
the tapas it serves from breakfast 
through until the evening should 
be celebrated - but it's the cocktails 
that do it for us. On its website Seven 
at Brixton describes its drinks as 
'traditional, with a twist and 
experimental'. They put basil and ginger 
beer in a mojito (one of their best 
sellers, no less) and tea in their martinis. 

Experimental? Yes, but we're yet 
to try one that we don't like. A recent 
favourite came in the shape of a sweet 
and refreshing Burnt Pineapple 
Caiprioska (made with homemade 
burnt pineapple vodka), while the Shiso 
Martini (shiso-infused pisco, kiwi liquer 
and apple juice) packed a sophisticated 
punch. The cocktails are a steal at just 
£5 each, and you can choose from 
Spanish beers and carefully selected 
wines too. Oh and do try the 
homemade sparkling rose sangria. 

PS. Word on the street is that Seven 
is currently locked in a battle with 
Lambeth Council over licensing issues 
and could be closed down - enquire 
within about how you can help.

The Crystal Palace Market 


T he Crystal Palace food revolution 
continues. From homegrown hops 
at the Grape and Grain to a new 
food market, there's no stopping SE19's 
foodies. And now there's another reason 
to get that personal trainer on speed dial 
- The Crystal Palace Market. It's so good 
I went twice in one week. 

Based on the live, shop, eat local ethos 
that Living South Resident loves, 
everything here is sourced as locally as 
possible (except the lobster, which comes 
from Canada, but I'm told it's the best). 
The cafe, restaurant and retailer offers the 
best 'market fresh' produce with its own 
fresh fish counter and plans to open up a 
butcher and fishmonger this autumn. 

I took along my mum, who thought the 
place looked very relaxed and admired the 
butchers' tiles, though I could tell she 
wasn't hugely impressed (she's a chintz 
and florals kinda gal). But the place does 
look great. The kind of informal dining 
environment that many of us prefer these 
days (I'll take gastropub over white linen 
table cloths any day), it features wooden 
tables, exposed brick walls, industrial-style 
lighting and a buzzing open kitchen. 
Throw in a couple of cocktails (try the 
Night Market Twinkle - vodka, a dash 
of elderflower and prosecco) and the 
scene is set for a great night with friends. 
Or indeed, mum. 


I started with the ceviche of sea bass, 
with a soy oil and vinegar dressing - food 
heaven - and my mum tried the white 
asparagus with shitake mushroom and 
poached egg. For the mains we had the 
lamb chops and skate wings. Both were 
cooked on the Josper, a grill-cum-oven 
that gives everything that chargrilled 
finish while remaining wonderfully juicy. 
Utterly delicious. 

For dessert, I had a lovely chocolate 
fondant with vanilla ice cream but mum 
came up trumps with an amazing hazelnut 
and caramel cheesecake. Upscale 'market 
dining' is most definintely for me.

Currying flavour 

Established favourite Dulwich Tandoori is holding a food festival to encourage us 
to push aside the usual favourites and try more authentic Bangladeshi-style dishes 


D ulwich Tandoori, 

established since 1982, 
prides itself on its 
authentic Indian cuisine 
and the high levels of 
quality and service it has maintained 
from the start. Loyal customers, often 
greeted by name, often request 
traditional home-cooked dishes that 
aren't on the menu. You know when 
customers are asking for what the staff 
are eating that there is a demand for 
authentic Indian food. 

To celebrate this, Dulwich Tandoori 
is holding a food festival throughout 
September and October, encouraging 
customers to try something a little 
bit different. 

Try, for example, Dulwich Tandoori's 
chicken korma. Lighter and mild but 
slightly spiced, it is not as calorific as 
the typical British version of the chicken 
korma - instead of cream, low fat 
yogurt is used, making it even more 
flavoursome. It's a must try. 

Most Indian restaurants rarely have 
beef dishes, but here you'll find a 
delicious beef curry cooked on the 
bone - a ceremonial Bangladeshi dish. 
The beef with sweet pumpkin is also 
fantastic. The pumpkin is native to 
Bangladesh, and both pumpkin and 
beef are marinated with bay leaves 
and garamasala to give it a beautiful 
flavour.

Another must try is ayr curry. 

This freshwater fish has no bones 
and is cooked with shatkora lime, 
lemongrass and sweet chillies, giving 
it a citrusy sweetened taste. 

Chicken curry on the bone is 
another great dish. Cooking chicken 
on the bone brings out much of the 
flavouring from the chicken into the 
sauce. The sauce is medium spiced 
with onions, tomatoes and green 
peppers. It is one of the most popular 
dishes in the Bengal. 

For vegetarians, Niramesh is 
popular throughout the whole of 
the sub-continent, prepared using 
vegetables native to that region of the 
world. These are cooked in very light 
spices with a hint of oil and garlic 
leaving its nutrients and goodness 
in the vegetables. 

These dishes are all different from the 
others you'll find on the menu due to the 
method of cooking. Instead of cooking it 
in a pan, it is prepared in a large pot, as 
it is in Bangladesh, giving it a different 
texture and sealing in flavour. 

Wash it all down with a freshly 
made Indian lemonade with cardamom 
seeds and Indian lemon and sugar and 
round off with a delicious homemade 
creamy Kulfi.

Fighting talk 

Urban Krav Maga Instructor Patrice Bonnafoux on how modern self defence 
classes are fun, great for fitness and can keep us safe on the city’s streets 


T he health benefits of martial 
arts have long been known, 
but in recent years the 
emergence of new self- 
defence systems such as 
Krav Maga (a combination of techniques 
from the likes of boxing. Judo and 
wrestling), combat sports such as Mixed 
Martial Arts and the development of 
new training methods, has brought a 
renewed interest in martial arts from a 
fitness perspective. 

Analyses of street fights indicate they 
don't last more than a couple of seconds 
and are characterized by intense 
outbursts of aggression. Consequently, 
modern self-defence systems emphasize 
short explosive responses, usually a 
combination of punches and kicks. This 
means that all drills are kept short in 
time but high in intensity, which is, 
according to sports scientists, the most 
beneficial form of exercise. Known as 
High Intensity Interval Training this 
method is highly efficient in training the 
cardiovascular and muscular systems as 
it improves the use of oxygen by the 
body, boosts metabolism and triggers 
the afterburn effect, thus creating lean, 
reactive muscles. 

Meanwhile, competitions such as the 
Ultimate Fighting Championship have 
shown that most fights will eventually 
end on the ground and that fighters 



needed to be good both at striking and 
at grappling/wrestling. This in turn 
meant that they had to be good all- 
rounder athletes. One consequence of 
this is that fighting systems such as 
Urban Krav Maga not only have a strong 
technical expertise of ground fighting 
and grappling, but also put a lot of 
emphasis on conditioning. A good self- 
defence session would thus provide a 
full-body workout. 

While learning how to deal with a 
violent encounter and protect oneself 
has an obvious impact on confidence 
and self-esteem, and is particularly 
empowering for women. Modern self¬ 
protection systems also teach us how to 
deal with aggression and confrontational 
situations. These skills can be 
beneficially put to use in professional 
contexts. At the very least, the practice 
of combat helps people let off steam 
and brings a welcome relief from stress. 

One hidden aspect of self-defence is 
how fun sessions actually are. Not only 
students have the freedom to be all 
sweaty, not looking at their best, but 
they are also encouraged to let go and 
enjoy childlike brawls, which has 
amazing therapeutic effects.

KRAV MAGA 

Krav Maga, which means 'contact combat', is 
a tactical martial system developed in Israel 
combining techniques sourced from boxing, 
Muay Thai, Wing Chun, Judo, jiu-jitsu, 
wrestling and grappling. It was derived from 
street-fighting skills developed by a 
Slovakian-lsraeli martial artist in the mid-to- 
late 1930s and has since been refined for 
civilian, police and military applications. 

Krav Maga is known for its focus on real- 
world situations and efficient and counter¬ 
attacks, emphasising threat neutralization. 


CAPOEIRA 

Capoeira is a Brazilian martial art that 
combines dance, acrobatics and music. It 
is known by its quick and complex moves, 
using power, speed and leverage, for a wide 
variety of kicks, spins, and highly mobile 
techniques. Capoeira used in self-defence 
situations incorporates many sweeps and 
low moves; when played as a game there 
is more emphasis on high moves, acrobatics, 
full cartwheels for evasion and flips or 
other exotic techniques, and performing 
an entertaining match for the audience.

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Lower Slaughter Manor 


I t's official - I am to the manor born. I 
take my tea in the afternoon, drink in 
Inns' instead of pubs and I've 
exchanged my impractical pumps for a 
nice pair of Hunters. This is what Lower 
Slaughter Manor has done to me. After 
all, this a place where the beds are so 
big you need an actual step ladder; and 
the bath stands alone on four gold feet. 
But living the life of landed gentry 
doesn't come cheap - and so a visit here 
is in the special occasions only category. 

It's safe to say the only downside here 
is the name - coming up the drive I felt 
as though I was stepping into an episode 
of Poirot. But there's nothing sinister 
about this Cots wolds dream - as we 
arrived, we found an imposing 18th 
century building is surrounded by rows 
of purple heather. And just across the 
way, there's Copse Hill Road, once voted 
the most romantic street in Britain.

Lower Slaughter's decor verges on the 
acceptable side of chintzy, all ruffled

Antoinette Suite wears its old fashioned 
elegance with pride; the four poster bed 
was covered with enough scatter 
cushions to break a 50 foot fall, and the 
view of the gardens was nothing short 
of spectacular. But the real bonus here is 
the staff - a young laid back bunch that 
will do anything short of kill to keep 
their visitors smiling.

Hrempis Farm 


I t's hard to associate a B&B with the 
word luxury'. For me, it conjures up 
memories of itchy beige bed sheets 
and rows of cold toast on a silver rack. 
But like most London dwellers. I'm 
always on the cusp of a commuter 
breakdown, and sometimes hightailing it 
to the countryside is the only means of 
survival. Finding somewhere to stay 
that's not a homage to Withnail and I is 
where it gets a little tricky. 

Wolsey Lodge B&Bs are dotted all 
around the country - and their emphasis 
is on high-quality accommodation with 
personal hospitality. I was after 
something as remote as possible, a 
weekend with nothing but a book and a 
few lost ducks to keep me company - 
and I found it at their Hrempis Farm 
B&B. Run by the warm and elegant Nicki 
Dalton, a former journalist, Hrempis is 
an 18th century. Grade II listed 
farmhouse on the Leicestershire/ 
Nottinghamshire border, just a five 
minute drive from the sleepy market 
town of Loughborough. 

The second we were through the 
door, our palms were filled with a large 
tumbler of G&T to enjoy in the 
conservatory. It's very much a homely 
space with family portraits stacked 
proudly on the walls, but with Nicki's 
measured hospitality it's hard to feel out 
of place. She'll even prepare an evening 
meal on the Aga if you give her some 
notice - which I recommend you do, 
she's one hell of a cook. At the Hrempis 
dinner table - the conversation flows 


easily with the wine - we found 
ourselves chatting about politics, classics 
and art with ease. 

There are just two rooms at Hrempis, 
which means you're largely undisturbed. 
One is on the first floor and has a four- 
poster bed, whilst the other, with twin/ 
double bed has beautiful views across 
the grounds. The suite is definitely worth 
splashing out for; if only for the ample 
bookshelf and adorable hodgepodge of 
wooden antiques and hats on display. 
The enormous private bathroom is an 
added bonus. 

Those searching for more than a 
hidden sojourn should come by car - 2 
Michelin star Restaurant Sat Bains is just 
a few minutes' drive away, and you can 
bring your best wellies for a trip to the 
Peak District National Park. But there's 
just as good a time to be had at The 
White Horse pub, where a double scotch 
is equal to the price of a London pint - 
and if you're hungry, you can handpick 
the best steak on offer before they fry it 
up for you. You might end up with a few 
nettle stings on your journey back to the 
suite - but trust me, you won't regret it.

What is the biggest difference 
between the property market 
today and 10 years ago? 

I first started working in East Dulwich

Is buying a property to let still a viable 
investment option? Getting your strategy right 
is just as important as finding the right property

Fortune favours the brave when it comes to 
property investment; however, many investors 
have had their fingers burnt recently. Is there 
hope for the property investor? Well, many 
would think so, with property prices in 
South-East rising rapidly. Here are two very 
contrasting stories: 

Story 1: I will never forget a case in 2006 
where I helped arrange a mortgage for a 
Lebanese gentleman. The property was a two 
bedroom Victorian conversion flat in Battersea 
with a purchase price of £285,000. The flat was 
in need of "modernisation” and his intention was 
to fix the property up to sell on in 6 months 
time. Soon after completing the purchase, his 
mother, who lived in Lebanon, was suddenly 
taken ill, forcing him to make several trips 
overseas to see her.

He could 
not believe his luck and neither could I. 

Prior to the credit crunch, the buy to let 
strategy was to purchase with as low a deposit as 
possible, pay interest-only for a period of time 
and then sell when the property had gone up in 
value. There are many buy to let landlords 
holding property under this principle today.

Story 2: I know of a London lady who 
purchased a total of six new-build apartments in 
Leeds, Manchester and Liverpool in 2006 
without physically seeing some of them. She 
mortgaged herself to the hilt in the hope that 
property prices would continue to rise and the 
properties would be let, enabling her to become 
a "property tycoon” within a few years. 
Unfortunately, her high-risk strategy did not pay 
off. There was insufficient rental demand in those 
areas, and she failed to find tenants for three of 
her apartments. To rub salt in the wound, the 
value of the apartments fell drastically post 


credit crunch, to the point where she owed much 
more than the apartments were worth. The final 
nail in the coffin occurred when the 
remaining three apartments became empty. 

This brave investor sadly had no choice but 
to hand the keys back and file for bankruptcy.

Where the long term goal for landlords of the 
past was simple capital appreciation, today’s 
smart buy to let investor is looking to end up 
with an unencumbered (mortgage free) property 
in the long term. In other words, you purchase a 
property, rent it out and have your tenants pay 
your mortgage for you. 

In the end, you have a mortgage-free property 
that continues to receive rental income. 

Replicate this a few times over and you could 
have a mortgage-free property portfolio 
producing enough income to enable you to retire 
comfortably. Capital appreciation? Look at that 
as an unexpected bonus for best results! 

So how do you get started? 

Unfortunately, the first thing you need in 
today’s market is a large deposit. The rates 
lenders offer are deposit sensitive. Most lenders 
will ask for a deposit of 25% or more, meaning 
you would need £87,500 as a deposit on a 
£350,000 property. Such a property in London 
would typically command a rental of around 
£1,500 per month. The mortgage of £262,500 
would typically cost around £1,350 per month 
on a capital repayment basis and that is the key. 
Capital repayment. If you were to go down the 
interest only route, you would have no chance of 
being mortgage-free.
